FOREWORD 


THE  purpose  of  this  brief  introduction  is  to  direct  attention  to  some 
few  salient  items  of  the  catalogue.  The  Palladian  mansion  at 
Greenwich  is  to  be  pulled  down,  but  some  of  its  quondam  glories 
are  here — witness  the  magnificent  Louis  XV  Beauvais  tapestry  suite  [Num- 
bers 269  to  272]  with  its  urns  of  Bowers  and  glowing  Venetian  red  grounds; 
and  the  elegant  fauteuils  [Numbers  2 66  and  267]  signed  by  Louis  Dela- 
nois,  the  happy  architect  of  Mine  du  Barry's  state  bed  and  the  maker  of  her 
boudoir  chairs  (including  the  ‘large  one  for  the  King’).  A Louis  XV  com- 
mode by  Georges  Jansen,  M.L.  [Number  277]  and  a writing  table  by  Feilt 
of  the  rue  du  Temple  may  be  noticed. 

Among  the  twenty-five  tapestries  the  predominance  of  small-figure  genre 
subjects,  such  as  the  Teniers  scenes,  serves  to  accommodate  the  needs  of 
contemporary  decoration.  The  numerous  hangings  of  the  early  Renaissance 
( I53°‘5°)>  colloquially  called  ‘Louis  XII’,  include  the  small  Jacob  and  Esau 
[Number  310]  and  a delightful  medallion  tapestry  [Number  31 1],  also  on 
the  same  scale;  as  well  as  the  larger  Enghien  choufleur  hanging  [Number 
319],  with  its  rich  convolutions  of  quasi-Gothic  foliage,  and  the  two  impor- 
tant chronicle  tapestries  [Numbers  317  and  318],  with  the  figures  of  Romu- 
lus and  Numa  Pompilius,  from  the  series  of  the  Story  of  Rome. 

The  collector  will  turn  to  the  rugs,  where  he  will  find  representative 
Ghiordes  and  Kulah  prayer  rugs,  of  which  the  best  is  Number  329;  two 
seventeenth-eighteenth  century  palmette  carpets  [Numbers  337  and  344] 
from  Northern  Persia;  the  charming  little  early  millefleurs  rug  [Number 
335]  influenced  by  South  Persian  design,  but  which  I believe  may  possibly  be 
of  Indian  origin;  one  of  the  now  rarely  found  antique  Siles  [Number  326]  ; 
silk  rugs,  and  other  such.  The  second  session  also  contains,  together  with  a 
wealth  of  Genoese  velvets,  a nexus  of  Renaissance  embroideries  and  needle- 
painting of  the  sixteenth  century.
